TO TEST STANFORD'S THEORIES. 

Frankfort. Ky., Novemlver .30. — To develop the 
useful Imrse out of the thoroughbred seems to be 
uppermost in the minds of the largest breeders of 
loth the thoroughbred and standard-bred horse 
breeders of today. In a letter to a friend here Is 
fbe story told of an experiment that In going to 
be made by J«m s R. Keene of New York, the owner 
* of Castleiton Stud, in Fayette County, and William 
Russell Allen, of St. Louis, one of the most suc- 
cessful breeders of trotters and pacers. While these 
noted turfmen with others were talking over the 
racing situation 'in New York a few days ago. the 
suggestion was made to try the mating of a stan- 
dard-bred mare with a fast record to a thoroughbred 
stallion which had liecn a successful sire. It was 
agreed that Mr. Allen sliould send his successful 
broodmare Knssona (2:07) to Castleton and permit 
Jo-r to visit ttie paddock of one of Mr. Keene’s high- 
class stallions. The result of this meeting will be 
watched with interest. Sidney Ledford of this 
county mated a large nmnlier of his thoroughbred 
lnaies to American saddle-bred and standard-bred 
stallions with the view of getting hunters.

Taylor George had to 
overcome loo many early ditiieulties ami also had 
lo go wide for a clear course when turning for home 
or otherwise he would have won.

HORSE BREEDING IN JAPAN. 

Fur the last few years the Japanese government 
lias I*- -on steadily Imyiug stallions. Ix>th thorough 
bred and hackney, in England, America. France and 
Hungary, although as yet. so far as Japan is eon 
• oriicd. horse breeding is only in its infamy. The 
government representative recently reported officially 
that a aieal improvement has already been made in 
the class of young stock as the outcome of crossing 
Hies.- imported sires with the native mares, which 
are mostly nondescript ponies. Il will Is- interest 
ing to witness the type of animal eventually pro- 
duced. and we understand that the Japanese mili 
tarv authorities are more than satisfied with tin- 
results already obtained. II is contemplated that 
exhibits from Japan will he seen at Oivmpia m-xt 
June, and Viscount Fujiiiami. master of the horse 
lo the emperor, has recently been appointed a diree 
lor of tin- English International Horse Show. In ac 
icpting a photographic souvenir of the last show 
from the directors, the mikado lias expressed liis 
keen interest ill its progress. 

FUTURE OF ELMEND0RF FARM. 

Lexington, Ky., November 30. — Following the p- 
porl published here today that at least half of the 
ElmcndoiT Farm, the largest thoroughbred breeding 
establishment in the hluegrass region, and perhaps 
in the world, was to lie devoted to the breeding of 
trotting horses in the future. Charles II. Berryman, 
manager of the farm, gave out the following state- 
ment tonight: 

"We have always had trotters. We are not going 
to extend that department of the farm at present 
that I know of.” 

However, it is a known fact that the hundreds 
of thoroughbreds at Eluiendorf are being sent to the 
various markets throughout the world, hut what 
ultimate use will he made of the farm is not known. 

Tile latest report is that eight carloads of thor- 
oughbreds are to he shipped to France for sale there. 
This rumor Mr. Berryman declined to either confirm 
or deny, hut it is known that lie is planning a trip 
to Enrotie in the near future and will remain there 
for some time.

George Fierce, tlie steeplechase Jockey injured on 
tin- last day of the Hamilton meeting, is still con 
lined to the hospital with a broken leg. 

W. L. Stanfield has a black yearling filly by 
Handsome, out of the fast mare, Kitty Kelly, and 
it is reputed to is- an extremely s|sed.v one. 

William Cahill has denied tin- rumor that in- 
woiild train a stable in England next year and says 
that he lias faith in the future of racing in this 
country. 

Smithy Kane, winner of the sixth race at Beau 
niont last Friday, was run up $200 over liis entry 
price and sold to L. Gary for $.700. This is tile first 
run up of the Texas meeting. 

The three-year-old. Emma G., belonging to J. 
Schreiber, will Is- permitted to race only once a 
week during the season at Oakland on account of 
chronic bad ls-havior at the post. 

Fetor Clinch sent Garrv Hermann, Herbert and 
Watertight and fourteen mares to Alexander's place 
to remain until the Canadian quarantine is lifted, 
when they go to New Brunswick. Mr. Clinch left 
for St. Johns. 

Former Jockey Frank Frior. who rode Dr. I.eggo 
to victory in the Burns Handicap of Haiti, is nego 
tinting for the purchase of a horse or two with 
which to launch out as an owner. Frior is now at 
Oakland and has lx-en employed of late as an ex 
ett-ise lx>y. 

II. (!. Bedwell lias warned other owners at Oak- 
land and Santa Anita Fark against harboring the 
colored jockey. A. Williams, who left liis employer 
last week. East year Bedwell purchased the con- 
tract on Williams from J. II. Brannon, sold it to 
it. K. Rice and subsequently repurchased it. Tin- 
ta*y lias not done mill'll riding of late. 

Race meetings are held in Smyrna, Asia Minor, 
every spring and autumn. Among some of Un- 
horses owned by natives many will In- found to have 
the blood of English race horses, as some years ago 
English army officers stationed in Cyprus were in 
the habit: of bringing tln-ir thoroughbreds to Ihe 
Smyrna meetings, some of which were sold to t In- 
Asiatics. 

Steeplechase jockey Henry, who was injured in a 
steeplechase at the fall meeting of the Hamilton 
Jockey Club, was able to leave the hospital last 
Friday after Ix-ing there t\to months. Henry’s knee 
cap was broken in live pieces, but they were sewed 
together with such satisfactory results that the 
hoy is able to walk with only a slight stiffness and 
will soon lie aide to resume liis dangerous calling. 

The contract which J. S.. Hawkins holds on jockey 
J. Butler will expire next month aud will not lx- 
renewed. Butler went to the coast under an ar 
r.-mgement by which he would receive a salary of 
$3011 per month from C. R. Ellison, besides the usual 
fis-s for all mounts. Butler is a thrifty lad and 
has saved several thousand dollars from his earnings 
during the last year. 

George Reed, trainer of the Oakland division of 
R. I.. Thomas' horses, took U. G. Bed well to task 
for his attempt to shift the responsibility of Fire- 
stone's poor showing on jockey Shilling and. in order 
that there may he no further opportunity tor criti- 
cism in cases similar to this one. has determined 
to restrict the boy’s riding to liis own stable’s 
mounts and to those of S. C. Hildreth, who lias 
second call on him. 

A report from the coast says that Secretary Percy 
\Y. Treat, of the California Jockey Club, has been 
notified that jockey Aubuchon has been restored to 
good standing h.v the officials of the Butte Jockey 
Club. Aubuchon was ruled off at the Butte meet- 
ing last summer for alleged tampering with other 
riders in a race won bv his sister’s mare. Docile. 
Aubuchon was to ride last week at Santa Anita 
Fark. hut the officials there would not permit him 
to do so because of this Double.

FALLACIOUS BETTING FABLE FROM FRANCE. 

Story of Enormous Mutuel Odds Would Have Been 
True, if the Horse Had Won. 



Some time back there gained circulation in Eng- 
lish papers a statement that a winner of a race 
at Ma-isons-Laffitte had paid the incredible price of 
over 2,(>oo to 1, or, to la- exact, that ten francs 
invested on the winner in the nmtucls had returned 
20.901 francs. This pleasing story of good luck 
spread abroad and. among other American news 
papers. Daily Racing Form mentioned the alleged 
occurrence in a turf note. It now appears that the 
only departures from the truth in the story are 
that the horse about which it was told did not win. 
has never won. but that hail it won it would have 
paid tin- alleged return. Concerning that matter, 
the Paris correspondent of Londou Sporting Life, 
under date of November 17, says: 

“During the lust few days I have repeatedly come 
across a paragraph In the English papers I have 
picked up. which at first caused me astonishment 
and afterwards amusement. I rubbed my eyes when 
I read that 'last week a record was established by 
the pari-mutuel at Maisous-Laffitte, when the lucky 
people who had invested 10 francs on the chance of 
Etberee had each received the sum of 20,901 francs,’ 
or something over £1.000. A thousand sovereigns 
to eight shillings was indeed long odds, hut I asked 
myself. ‘When did this occur?’ I had been at all 
the recent meetings at Malsons-Laffitte, and 1 had 
no recollection of Etherre winning a race; in fact, 
I do not think Baron de Gluestous' filly nas over 
won a ra<i> at all. 

"She is peculiarly bred, being by the little known 
stallion. Kerlaz, out of Eurydice. and I saw her 
when she made lier debut in the Prix St. Damien 
at Matsons Laflltta, about three weeks ago. She 
did not win on that occasion. I can swear. M, 
Edmond Blanc’s filly. Messaouda. was successful, 
with Casus Belli II. second, and Casus Belli third. 
This coincidence stamped the race in m.v memory, 
and 1 wrote in Sporting Life at the time 
about the stupidity -of permitting two horses of the 
same age to bear the same name. Moreover. 
Messaouda is engaged in the English Oaks, and I 
gave you at the time of her victory some particu- 
lars altout her. Etheree. in that race, finished 
nearer last than first. She ran again a week later, 
on October 30. over the same course at Malsons- 
Laffitte in a selling race, the Prix des Mmeaux. 
which was won by Baron Leonino's filly. Fabienue. 

“Ha. Now I Imve it. I can see how this wonder- 
ful story has bPen put into circulation. The Prix 
des Mureaux was a remarkable betting race. There 
were twenty-one runners, anil Fabienne started at 11 
to 4 against. Rolleville, which was second, started 
at 206 to 1. and paid 25 to 1 for a place. Messenger 
Boy. a 4 to 1 chance, was third. The public is 
officially informed after each race what the various 
unplaced horses would have paid — if they had won. 
Oh. the magic of that little word ‘if.’ Says the 
German poet and philosopher, ‘the man who invented 
“if” and "but” must surely have transformed 
chopped straw into gold.’ A little ‘if’ has trans- 
formed the despised Etheree’s defeat into a golden 
harvest. If Etheree had won. the person who had 
taken a ten-franc ticket on her chance in the ‘pesage’ 
enelosnre would have received 26.901 francs, anil the 
person who had taken a five franc ticket outside In 
the ‘pelouse’ would have received 1.078 francs, for 
the oiliis there were much reduced. As It happened. 
Etheree did not finish in the first five, aud the 
holders of the tickets got nothing. 

“It is just as well to correct these fallacious 
statements at once, in years to come someone inay 
turn up the paragraph and will actually ts-lieve 
that on this occasion the pari-mutuel paid more than 
2. WOO to 1 over Etheree. There is no reason why the 
pari-mutuel should not pay such a price, if the 



general investments are sufficiently large and the 
particular investments on the winner are sufficiently 
few. 1 cannot say off-hand what the exact record 
in the way of a long pari-mutuel price may be, but 
up to now it is well under 1.000 to 1. 1 remember 

in the very early days of the muttiel one of the 
Hennessys. by way of experiment, taking a ticket 
for each horse in the race, and the extreme out- 
sider took the liberty of winning. The result was 
a tremendous advertisement for ‘the machine.’ and 
many people blindly followed Mr. Ilennessy’s ex- 
ample. taking a chance on every horse. This 
swelled the takings, but long-priced outsiders did 
not roll home with the expected regularity. 

“Let it be repeated, however, and as widely as 
possible, that this story of the pari-mutuel (laying 
20.9t it francs for 10 over Etheree is untrue. Etheree 
has not won a race, and no such price has up to 
now been paid by the nintuels. In the long run It 
will be found more remunerative to back favorites 
and second favorites at the inutuels, but if you have 
reason for fancying an outsider and back your fancy 
.von will get a much lietter price at the ‘totalisa- 
tcur‘ than from a bookmaker, and if it should win 
—and there is always a very big ’If’ about it. 
mind you — the money is at once forthcoming. And 
that is a great consideration.” 

FEATURES OF THE FRENCH TURF. 



Enormous Rovenuc from Betting — Dates of Grand 
Prix and French Derby Changed. 



Paris. November 17. — During the past three weeks 
a lot of time has been occupied in the Chamber of 
Deputies by discussions on betting and gam 
tiling, the occasion being the introduction of the 
Minister of Agriculture’s budget. Horse racing in 
France is under the control of this minister, and 
the national stud farms and stallion depots are 
also within his department. M. Rnau stated that 
the Inrn-over at the pari-mutuel this year is ex- 
pected to be oyer 300.000.000 of francs, or $60,000,- 
000. I. a st year tbe receipts were 321.000.000 of 
francs, and he attributes the falling off litis year 
to bail weather. List year was an exceptional one. 
as will lie seen from the following figures: 

1902 $ 50.000,000 

1903 51.400.000 

1904 49.800.001' 

1905 52.200.000 

1906 60.000.000 

1907 01. 325.000 

1908 (estimated at) 60.000.000 

Total for seven years $387,723,000 

These figures are stupendous: and the 8 per cent, 
levied on this sum produced over six million pounds 
sterling, or $30,000,000. 

The Minister of Agriculture declares most defi- 
nitely that the government has no intention what 
ever of tiermitting the bookmakers to resume busi- 
ness, and those who break the law will lie prosecuted. 
Nevertheless, there are plenty of bookmakers doing 
business on the rare courses, as well as in offices and 
cafes in Paris, and in the liig provincial towns. The 

question of allowing Investments to be made at the 
pari-mutuel on credit — proposed by M. Noulens. the 
deputy for Gers. has been discussed, but no prac- 
tical means of carrying it out has been suggested. 
Before next season, it is very probable we shall 

have some statement from the Minister of Agrieul 
tore on the subject, for tbe last words of his last 
speech were as follows: “If. tit the end of the year. 
I find that the receipts show any serious diminu- 
tion. 1 shall take prompt and energetic measures,” 
and M. Ban is a man of his word. 

For some time there has been an endeavor to 
get the Jockey Club to put back the date of the 
Grand Prix de Paris till the end of June or begin- 
ning of July, as this would prolong the Paris 

season, and do good to the trade of tbe capital. At 
last the racing authorities have yielded to the repre- 
sentation made to them, anil have settled Sunday. 
June 27. as the date for next rear’s big race. The 
date of the French Derby at Chantilly will also be 
nut later, and this event will be run on Sunday. 
June 13. This will place the French Derby in the 
Racing Calendar after the Epsom Derby. It will 
lie interesting to note how the nmv arrangement will 
affect the engagements of French horses at Epsom 
and Ascot 

The stallion Wildfowler. winner of the English 
St. Tx-gor of 1X9H, has lately arrived in France, hav- 
ing boon purchased by M. Oheri Ilalbronn. He will 
stand next season at the Tiaras de Bel Elia t. and 
his lists is full for 1900. 1910. 1011 and 1012. M. 
(Uteri Halhronn also announces that Lo Samaritaln 
is fully subscrilied for the seasons of 1009 and 1010. 
L’Aiglon. by St. Simon -Self Sacrifice, is standing 
at (lie same haras, and his fee is $100. M. (Uteri 
Halhronn will have charge of the big salt* which 
the Baroness do Forest will hold at Oharmant on 
Wednesday. December 2. A number of broodmares, 
yearlings and borses in training will lie disposed of. 
Among the latter is the two-year-old Genny. half- 
sister to Oh. which won the Lincolnshire Handicap 
in England twice in successive years.
